He keeps one 
man the year round at a cost of 
about fifty dollars a month and board, 
and grows nothing but feed on the 
original quarter section.”

Rumor is Unfounded 


Canadians “Presumed Dead” Have 
Not Been Found in Germany 


Ottawa. — Following the publica- 


tion of an unfounded rumor to the 
effect that some 1,500 Canadian  sol- 
diers, previously reported “missing 


and presumed dead,” had been locat- 
ed in Germany since the signing of 
the armistice last November, the mili- 
tia department here has been deluged 
with letters from all parts of Canada 
from the next of kin of men falling 
in this category.
